LOSSES WILL REACH 50,000,

Lino Yang Results in Death
of Large Number,

Mukden, Bept. 7 (via Pekin, Sept. 9.)
—A correspondent of the Assoclated
Press who has just returned to Muk-
den with the rear Russian guard, aft-
er having accompanied the army the
whole time since the battle of Lino
Yang, says the losses on both sides
were enormous. A8 a moderate estl-
mate he placed them at 60,000, He
confirms the report that the fighting
at Lino Yang recalled in flerceness the
sanguinary battles of the American
civil war. General Kurokl's flang
moveamnt east of the Russian position
precipitated the retreat from Liso
Yang.

When the Russlans left Liao Yang
the town was strewn with corpses of
the slain. The Japanese shell fire con-
tinued untll September 4, when the
bridges over the Taitne were destroyed,
The Russians' position at Lino Yang
were too extended for thelr army to
hold. The greater portion of the Rus-
sian forces crosfed the Taltze during

When last heard from Kuroki's
forses were on the Russian left flank, steadily pushing northward,
but Viceroy Alexieff reperts that railway and telegraphic communica-
tion between Mukden and Harbin is uninterrupted.

The most sensational bit of news comes from London and is to
the effect that a Russian column of 12,000 men is surrounded and will
be captured. This London story has it that Kuropatkin’s forees are in

Russlans. The latter continue to hold
Sintsintin, 86 miles eamt of Mukden,
and Russlan cavalry Is operating over
s wide area east of Mukden to pre-
vent the Japanese column from slip-
ping through and making its way north.

NO USE FOR ALEXIEFF.

Russian Papers Want Kuropatkin to
Have Complete Control.

St. Petersburg, Sept. §—~An Impen-
etrable curtain seems to have been
running down on the exact situation
at the theater of war,, The lack of
news here concerning the detalls of
the Russians' retreat to Mukden and
the moveemnts of the Japanese army
may be described as complete. Ewven
the meager reports published In the
foreign preas are not fully communi-
ciated to the Russiun newspapers, and
for three days practically no newspa-
per disputches have heen coming from
the front,

Information may be withheld for
strategic reasons, but the public is dia-
posed o regard It as otherwise, result-
Ing in the circulation of wildest reports,
some of the Russlan papers demand-
Ing In pretty outspoken fashion reor-
ganigation of ‘the conditions at the
front, and also demanding that Gen-
eral Kuropatkin be given untrammeled
control a8 commander-in-chief, evi-
dently alming at Vicerov Alexieff, who
& supposéd to be responsible for in-
sisting latterly that the reinforcements
should go to Viadlvostok In view of
the probabllity of early Japanese oper-
ations there or at Harbin, thus de-
priving Kuropatkin of troops which
would have turned the scale at Lino
Yang. The Russ |8 especially bold
consldering the restrictions placed or
the Russian press.
